. The Largrirt Specimen Ever Killed In 
IJ * the State of Missouri? 

j A monitor red deer, probably the Urg- 
{ estover killed In Miaanurl. or in tbe 
8<n«th. ia hanging in Ht. Louis. 

The great buck was killed near Ken- 
net. in Hot it be# at Missouri. The carcass 
weigh* 220 pound a, and it look* as big 
aa a young ateer. From the tall to the 
tip of tbe antlera the back la nearly 
eight feet long. When hung by thg ten¬ 
don* of the hind leg* to the hooks fo 
the wall, lire feet a bore the ground, head 
and neck are on the door. 

Men U» the eomuMaaiou and game buaf- 
ne*a aay It is the largest red deer they 
auw. (’suall/ the grown buck* of 
thia aperies tip the scales at between ISO 
and 170 pounds. Blaektati deer from 
tbe north nasally run abore 220 pounds, 
but the venison of the red deer is said 
by connoisseur* to hare a liner daror 
J than the meat of his northern cousin.
